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Details: The following information is forwarded concerning review 
of Civil Rights Era Cold Case Initiative referrals received via 
referenced 319W communication. As referenced below, issue of a press 
release is under consideration by the Jackson Division concerning 
many of these referrals. It is anticipated that additional media 
attention will assist the FBI in locating potential subject(s)} and 
witness(es) as well as identifying additional incidents. 


44-JN-C32347-1 Serial 1: Referral was received in the 
form of a 04/06/1964 news article, "Natchez Man Might Be KKK Lynch 
Victim", appearing in the Mississippi Free Press. Clifton Walker, 
from Wilkinson County, Mississippi, died from a shotgun blast in 
his home near Woodville, Mississippi. It was believed Walker was 
shot for having sex with several white women in the area. This matter 
was referenced in Jackson Division case 44A-JN-31440. The FBI 
investigated the matter in 1964 and a case file exists at FBIHQ. 
Captioned subfile was opened as a repository and a lead is being 
forwarded to retrieve the aforementioned case file from FBIHQ 
archives. The matter is under consideration for reopening pending 
receipt of the original case file. 


44—JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 4: Referral was received 
in the form of a 07/16/1964 news article, “11 Mysterious Deaths of 
Negroes Are Listed", appearing in the Mississippi Free Press. 
According to the article, an unidentified Mississippi Highway Patrol 
(MHP) officer shot Isaiah Taylor during a routine traffic stop in 
Ruleville, Mississippi, after Taylor lunged at MHP officers with 
aknife. The shooting was officially ruled a justifiable homicide. 
A search of available records will be conducted to determine the 
viability of further investigative action. This item will be 
considered for inclusion in a Jackson Division press release 
concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 5: Referral was received 
in the form of a 07/09/1966 news article, "Mississippi Police Officers 


Sued in Death of Negro", appearing in the New York Times. Accordin. 
to the article, a suit filed on behalf of eee 
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| | named eight officers and ailegea[_|vas 
beaten and shot to death while in custody. The suit named Colonel 
{head of the Mississippi Highway Patrol), Chief A. 
. Morgan, and the Sheriffs of Hinds and Copiah Counties; Crystal 
Springs Police Chief and men under them. According 
to the article, Eddie Stewart was shot while trying to escape. A 
search of available records will be conducted to determine the 
viability of further investigative action. This item will be 
considered for inclusion in a Jackson Division press release 
concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 6: Referral was received 

in the form of a 01/31/1956 "partial" report retrieved from the 
Manuscript Division of the Library of Congress. The letter is 
endorsed by Medgar Evers and references the 01/20/1956 shooting death 
of Jessie James Shelby by an unidentified police officer in Yazoo 
City, Mississippi. It is unclear to whom the report was addressed. 
In the letter, Evers advised of an attempt to gain "first hand’ 
information from eye witnesses, but "ran upon the usual ‘afraid to 
talk' because of possible reprisals." A search of available records 
will be conducted to determine the viability of further investigative 
action. This item will be considered for inclusion in a Jackson 
Division press release concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case 
Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 7: Referral was received 
in the form of a document of unknown origin. The document details 
multiple incidents of arrest and death of individuals described as 
"negroes". Reference is made to an 10/13/1961 (estimated to be 
1961), incident in McComb, Mississippi, Pike County, wherein a police 
officer, identified as B. F. Elmore shot and killed a "negro motorist" 
identified as Eli Brumfield. According to the referral, Brumfield 
was stopped for speeding at approximately 4:00 AM. Brumfield 
allegedly jumped from his car with a knife and attacked Elmore. 
A coroner's jury ruled Elmore fired in self-defense. A search of 
available records will be conducted to determine the viability of 
further investigative action. This item will be considered for 
inclusion in a Jackson Division press release concerning Civil Rights 
Era Cold Case Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 8: Referral was received 
in the form of a document identified as a Mississippi National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) Annual 
Report. The report provides limited details concerning a resident 
of Hattiesburg, Mississippi, identified as Mrs. Saleam K. Triggs, 
who "mysteriously burned to death." A search of available records 
will be conducted to determine the viability of further investigative 
action. This item will be considered for inclusion in a Jackson 
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Division press release concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case 
Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 9: Referral was received 
in the form of a query of the Mississippi Department of Archives 
and History and a FOIA request to the FBI from the Southern Poverty 
Law Center (SPLC) regarding the 08/19/1965 discovery of the mutilated 
remains of Freddie Lee Thomas in the middie of Highway 49 in 
Batesville, Mississippi. The FBI reported the matter to FBIHQ and 
conducted a full investigation (reference case file 157-3828). 
Review of the report disclosed Thomas apparently stepped into 
oncoming traffic while intoxicated. Although there were allegations 
of WKKKK involvement, the FBI investigation did not substantiate 
those claims. No further action is anticipated concerning this 
referral. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 10: Referral was received 
in the form of a report from a query of the Mississippi Department 
of Archives and History. The report makes reference to the 02/1965 
death of Donald Raspberry. The report excerpt states Raspberry was 
shot to death by the owner of a plantation with no subsequent 
conviction. A search of available records will be conducted to 
determine the viability of further investigative action. This item 
will be considered for inclusion in a Jackson Division press release 
concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 11: Referral was received 

in the form of a report of unknown origin. The report is titled, 
"Some Race Related Deaths in the United States (1955-1965). The 
report excerpt indicates that on 08/08/1965, Johnny Queen was shot 
to death by an unidentified off-duty constable in Fayette, 
Mississippi. The excerpt further indicates the shooting was not 
connected with any arrest. A search of available records will be 
conducted to determine the viability of further investigative action. 
This item will be considered for inclusion in a Jackson Division 
press release concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case Initiative 
efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 12: Referral was received 
in the form of a report of unknown origin. The report excerpt 
indicates that on 11/01/1959, William Roy Prather, a fifteen year 
old black male was killed during an "anti-Negro Halloween prank" 
by eight white youths. According to the excerpt, six were charged 
in juvenile court and one charged with manslaughter as an adult. 
A search of available records will be conducted to determine the 
viability of further investigative action. This item will be 
considered for inclusion in a Jackson Division press release 
concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case Initiative efforts. 
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44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 13: Referral was received 
in the form of an article from a unidentified newspaper and a report 
of unknown origin. Both items detailed the 06/20/1957 shooting death 
of Charles Brown by Raiford Walton in Yazoo City, Mississippi. 
According to the article and report, Brown was shi ile 
Sitting at th ining room table in the home of 


Walton confessed to the shooting. Brown had been 
accused of having an affair with while po as out 


of town. According to the news article, Walton had served a previous 
prison term for manslaughter. If Walton were alive today, he would 
be 100 years old. No further action is anticipated concerning this 
referral. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 14: Referral was received 
in the form of a query of the Mississippi Department of Archives 
and History. The report makes reference to news articles and an 
NAACP press release concerning the 01/07/1958 shooting death of 
George Love by officers from the Sunflower County Sheriff's 
Department near Ruleville, Mississippi. Review of news articles 
disclosed that then Sheriff E. W. Williams stated, “Love was shot 
by a posse after fleeing the scene where he fired at and seriously 
wounded a Ruleville night marshal who sought to question him about 
a robbery." According to a review of FBI case file 63-4414, no 
complaint of a possible federal violation was received. The report 
notes that Love was also the suspect in five murder cases. After 
the shooting of the marshal, a posse of 35 persons was formed to 
locate Love. He was located in a wooded are of Ruleville. When 
ordered to surrender himself, he fired on the posse. Found in Love's 
possession was $250 in cash in tens and twenties and apistol. The 
gun matched the description of a gun which was described as having 
been in the home of a murdered Negro couple. No further action is 
anticipated concerning this referral. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 15: Referral was received 
in the form of a copy of a September 1964 Congress of Racial Equality 
(CORE) report concerning the 09/07/1964 discovery of the body of 
Herbert Orsby in the Black River in Canton, Mississippi. Orsby was 
found wearing only a CORE t-shirt and underwear. His clothes were 
found on the river bank near the location of the body. Orsby, a 
fourteen year old black male from New Orleans, Louisiana, had been 
visiting his grandfather of Pickens, Mississippi. The autopsy ruled 
the cause of death to be an accidental drowning. The FBI conducted 
a full investigation (157-1994) and reported the matter to FBIHQ. 
No further action is anticipated concerning this referral. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 16: Referral was received 
in the form of a query of the Mississippi Department of Archives 
and History concerning the 08/14/1959 shooting death of Samuel 
O'Quinn in Centreville, Mississippi. O'Quinn was killed by two 
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shotgun blasts as he opened the gates to his farm home. It was 
originally reported that O’Quinn was a member of the NAACP. Ina 
news article from an unidentified newspaper, O'Quinn's wife stated 
her husband "never belonged to the NAACP" and "she knew nothing about 
any threats on her husband's life." According to an 08/20/1959 
memorandum obtained from the FBI via a FOIA request by the SPLC, 
O'Quinn was believed to have been murdered by someone interested 
in obtaining valuable land which he owned. It was also opined that 
the murder was not connected with any political activities. The 
memo notes that O'Quinn was not a member of the NAACP nor an advocate 
of its program and he was not a registered voter. No further action 
is anticipated concerning this referral. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 17: Referral was received 
in the form of a query of the Mississippi Department of Archives 
and History and a FOIA request to the FBI from the SPLC regarding 
the 08/10/1964 shooting death of Neimiah Montgomery in Cleveland, 
Mississippi. According to documents in the referral, Montgomery 
stopped at a gas station wherein he asked the attendant to gas his 
car. Montgomery subsequently refused to pay for the gas and attacked 
the attendant with an axe handle. When Marigold Police Department 
officer Leonard Yarborrow arrived on scene, Montgomery was in the 
process of beating the attendant when hewas shot. The report further 
detailed that Montgomery's family had been concerned about his 
behavior and previously discussed confining him to a mental hospital. 
No further action is anticipated concerning this referral. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 18: Referral was received 
in the form of a query of the Mississippi Department of Archives 
and History containing multiple news articles concerning the 
10/12/1959 death of Booker T. Mixon in Clarksdale, Mississippi. 
Mixon was found nude laying in a ditch near a local road having 
suffered from numerous injuries. He later died in a local hospital 
after surviving two weeks in a coma. The coroner's office ruled 
the death as a result of an automobile accident. A search of 
available records will be conducted to determine the viability of 
further investigative action. This item will be considered for 
inclusion in a Jackson Division press release concerning Civil Rights 
Era Cold Case Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 19: Referral was received 
in the form of a query of the Mississippi Department of Archives 
and History and local news clippings concerning the 12/03/1955 
shooting death of Clinton Melton. Melton, a service station 
attendant, was shot twice by Elmer Kimbell, a white male, with a 
shotgun at Melton's place of employment. An argument began over 
the amount of gasoline Melton pumped into Kimbell's automobile 
resulting in Melton shooting Kimbell once in the shoulder. Kimbell 
retrieved a shotgun from his vehicle and returned fire, killing 
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Melton. Kimbell was charged with murder and testified in his own 
defense at trial. Kimbell was acquitted of the charges by an all 
white male jury. No further investigative action will be taken 
concerning this referral, however, it will be considered for 
inclusion in a Jackson Division press release concerning Civil Rights 
Era Cold Case Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 20: Referral was received 
in the form of a copy of a Mississippi NAACP 1965 Annual Report which 
provided limited details concerning the 11/06/1964 death of Robert 
McNair by an unidentified constable in Pelahatchie, Mississippi. 
No further information was available. A search of available records 
will be conducted to determine the viability of further investigative 
action. This item will be considered for inclusion in a Jackson 
Division press release concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case 
Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 21: Referral was received 
in the form of newspaper clippings concerning the 01/17/1963 
discovery of the mutilated remains of Sylvester Maxwell in a wooded 
area of Canton, Mississippi, in Madison County. The Madison County 
Sheriff's Office arrested Thomas Campbell, a black male who was the 
last person to see Maxwell alive. Mississippi NAACP Director Medgar 
Evers considered the slaying as a possible "lynching" as “Negroes 
dont' mutilate a body when they kill, they leave the victim." A 
search of available records will be conducted to determine the 
viability of further investigative action. This item will be 
considered for inclusion in a Jackson Division press release 
concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 22: Referral was received 
in the form of a query of the Mississippi Department of Archives 
and History and results of an FOIA request to the FBI concerning 
the 02/25/1965 death of William Henry Lee in Rankin County, 
Mississippi. Lee's body was discovered near railroad tracks in a 
rural area of northwest Rankin County. The FBI conducted a 
preliminary inquiry (157-2801) and determined Lee died from natural 
causes after leaving his disabled vehicle and attempting to walk 
aiong the railroad tracks for assistance. Lee was never a member 
of any civil rights advocacy group and had no known enemies. No 
further investigative action will be taken concerning this referral. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 23: Referral was received 
in the form of a 07/16/1964 clipping from an unidentified newspaper 
concerning the 10/20/1963 death of Ernest Jells in Clarksdale, 
Mississippi. According to the article, Jells was shot to death by 
an officer from the Clarksdale Police Department. Jells had been 
accused of stealing a banana froma local grocery store and was shot 
during arrest after pointing a rifle at the officers. A search of 
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available records will be conducted to determine the viability of 
further investigative action. This item will be considered for 
inclusion in a Jackson Division press release concerning Civil Rights 
Era Cold Case Initiative efforts. 


44-JN~C32347-REFERRALS Serial 24: Referral was received 
in the form of a query of the Mississippi Department of Archives 
and History concerning the October 1959 shooting death of Luther 
Jackson in Philadelphia, Mississippi. Jackson was shot and killed 
by Philadelphia Police Department officer Lawrence Rainey (now 
deceased}. Rainey later served as the sheriff of Neshoba County. 
Rainey was prosecuted in the Mississippi Burning investigation 
wherein three civil rights workers were murdered by members of the 
Neshoba County Sheriff's Office. The referral provides several 
versions of the circumstances surrounding the alleged murder, but 
it appears Jackson was killed during a routine traffic stop. No 
further investigative action will be taken concerning this matter. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 25: Referral was received 
in the form of results from a FOIA request by the SPLC to the FBI 
concerning the 09/24/1965 death of Jimmy Lee Griffin near Sturgis, 
Mississippi. Griffin's body was found ona local highway, apparently 
the victim of a hit and run accident. The FBI and Oktibbeha County 
Sheriff's Office conducted a joint investigation (157-4092). 
Official reports indicate Griffin was the victim of an intentional 
“hit and run" but motive was not fully established by local law 
enforcement. Griffin was associated with the civil rights movement, 
but had also been involved in gambling activities the night of his 
death. Further review of the existing case file will be conducted 
and this matter will be considered for inclusion in a Jackson Division 
press release concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case Initiative 
efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 26: Referral was received 

in the form of results from a FOIA request by the SPLC to the FBI 
and a copy of a clipping from an unidentified newspaper concerning 
the 06/30/1964 death of Jasper Greenwood in Vicksburg, Mississippi. 
Greenwood's body was found badly decomposed near an area known as 
“Lover's Lane*® in Vicksburg. Due to the condition of the body, an 
autopsy was not performed by local officials. A preliminary 
investigation conducted by the FBI (157-1765), disclosed Greenwood 
had been having an affair with an unidentified African-American's 
wife who threatened him. There was no indication Greenwood was 
associated with any civil rights organization. No further 
investigative activity will be conducted concerning this matter. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 27: Referral was received 
in the form of a copy of a 12/27/1955 conference call memorandum 
between NAACP Secretary Medgar Evers, Ruby Hurley, and Gloster B. 
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Current. The memorandum concerned the 12/24/1955 discovery of the 
body of J. E. Evanston in Tallahatchie, Mississippi. Evanston was 
found in Long Lake after having been reported missing for three days. 

Evanston had attended the Emmitt Till trial. No further information 
was available from the memorandum. A search of available records 
will be conducted to determine the viability of further investigative 
action. This item will be considered for inclusion in a Jackson 
Division press release concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case 
Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 28: Referral was received 
in the form of a copy of a clipping from an unidentified newspaper 
concerning the 1964 death of Pheld Evans in Canton, Mississippi. 
No further information was discernable from the article. This item 
will be considered for inclusion in a Jackson Division press release 
concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 29: Referral was received 
in the form of multiple clippings from various newspapers concerning 
the 06/25/1958 alleged beating death of Woodrow Wilson Daniels by 
Sheriff J.C. Treloar, aka "Buster", of Yalobusha County. Wilson 
was incarcerated in a jail in Water Valley, Mississippi. Treloar 
was charged with manslaughter and acquitted by an all white male 
jury after deliberating twenty-three (23) minutes. If alive today, 
it is estimated Treloar would be eighty-five (85) yearsold. Asearch 
of available records will be conducted to determine the viability 
of further investigative action. This item will be considered for 
inclusion in a Jackson Division press release concerning Civil Rights 
Era Cold Case Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 30: Referral was received 
in the form of a typewritten report of unknown origin which references 
the 1966 death of Vincent Dahmon. The excerpt referenced Dahmon, 
age 65, of Natchez, Mississippi, and alleges that "his head was blown 
off by the Ku Klux Klan around the time of the Meredith March." 
A search of available records will be conducted to determine the 
viability of further investigative action. This item will be 
considered for inclusion in a Jackson Division press release 
concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 31: Referral was received 
in the form of a copy of a 05/26/1964 press release from the NAACP 
and a search query of the Mississippi Department of Archives and 
History concerning the 03/01/1964 shooting death of Silas Caston 
by Hinds County Deputy Sheriff Herbert Sullivan in Jackson, 
Mississippi. Gaston was shot to death at the Sunset Inn when he 
attempted to run from law enforcement and turned and pointed a handgun 
in the direction of Sullivan. A search of available records will 
be conducted to determine the viability of further investigative 
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action. This item will be considered for inclusion in a Jackson 
Division press release concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case 
Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 32: Referral was received 
in the form of a copy of a Mississippi NAACP 1965 Annual Report which 
provided limited details concerning the 01/13/1965 death of Jessie 
Brown in Winona, Mississippi. According to the report excerpt, Brown 
was "killed by a white farmer, R. M. Gibson." No further information 
was available. A search of available records will be conducted to 
determine the viability of further investigative action. This item 
will be considered for inclusion in a Jackson Division press release 
concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 34: Referral was received 
in the form of a search query of the Mississippi Department of Archives 
and History concerning the 01/22/1965 shooting death of Ollie Shelby, 
Jxr., while incarcerated in the Hinds County Jail, Jackson, 


Mississippi. Shel shot by Hinds County Sheriff's Department 
Deputy who later resigned form the department. 

According to a 01/29/1965 United Press International news article, 
"Shelby, 18, of Fi killed by a pistol blast fired by Deputy 
Sheriff Officers said the Negro, convicted earlier 


for making indecent gestures at a white woman, had fought with two 
policemen and deputies. He was beating a deputy when he was shot, 
officers reported." A search of available records will be conducted 
to determine the viability of further investigative action. This 
item will be considered for inclusion in a Jackson Division press 
release concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case Initiative efforts. 


44-JN-C32347-REFERRALS Serial 35: Referral was received 

in the form of a copy of a 06/12/1958 NAACP press release which 
referenced the 04/27/1958 shooting death of Ed Smith by a white man 
identified as L.D. Clark in State Line, Mississippi, in Greene County. 

According to the press release, Smith is ‘alleged to have been shot 
to death by Clark as he stood in his own front yard and in the presence 
of his wife." The press release further referenced that the circuit 
court, convened two weeks later "failed to prosecute Clark after 
the grand jury refused to indict him." A search of available records 
will be conducted to determine the viability of further investigative 
action. This item will be considered for inclusion in a Jackson 
Division press release concerning Civil Rights Era Cold Case

MEDGAR’@ MURDER 


June 11, 1963 was a critical day for the Civil Rights 
Movement in the U.S. A basic tactic of the movement had 
been to provoke the intervention of the federal government to 
stop the Southern states from denying to Black people rights 
which were guaranteed by the U.S. Constitution. 

On June 11, President John F. Kennedy went on 
television and declared ‘‘the heart of ihe question is whether 
all Americans ate to be afforded equal rights and equal 
opportunities, whether we are going to treat our fellow 
Americans as we want to be treated . . ."' He explained the 
provisions of what would become the Civil Rights Act of 1964 
which outlawed segregation in public facilities, speeded up 
school desegregation, and protected voting rights. 

Kennedy's speech was a response to George Wallace's 
slapping the Federal government in the face by standing in 
the school house door at the University of Alabama to prevent 
the enrollment of two Black students. 

Also on June 11, a minister and Civil Rights leader was 
the target of an attack in Louisiana and Bernard Lafayette, 
another Civil Rights activist, was almost beaten to death in 
Alabama. This was ail part of what is revealed in FBI reports 
as a conspiracy to kill Civil Rights leaders in several states. 
Fannie Lou Hamer, June Johnson and dthers had also been 
incarcerated in jail in Winona, MS. . 

And on June 12, Medgar Evers was shot, in Mississippi. 
Medgar, his family, and friends always knew that one day

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Medgar left a mass meeting and proceeded home about 
midnight, As he emerged from his car with a bundle of “Jim 
Crow Must Go’’ sweatshirts in his arms, he was shot in the 
back with a high powered rifle. He died an hour later in the 
Ole Miss Hospital in Jackson. 

Twenty-five thousand people viewed his body and 
thousands of people marched at Medgar’s funeral on June 15, 
including many national leaders. The march turned into a 
protest rally as the group marched to downtown Jackson to 
demonstrate aud visit the funeral home. Almost two hundred 
people had been arrested on the day following Medgar’s 
assassination.

"T feel like Emmett will never be able to rest ... until people can see some kind of justice taking place,” 
Mobley says. 


But Mobley is "relatively at peace" over the death of her only child. "This is because I was so deeply in 
the valley of despair that I heard the voice of the Lord saying, 'Vengeance is mine.'"

The Mississippi Sovereignty Commission, created by a nervous Legislature in 1956, two years after 
federally ordered school integration, employed dozens of agents and informants to ferret out gossip, tall 
tales and, sometimes, facts about those involved in civil rights and voter registration drives in the state. 


Twenty-one years later, lawmakers tried to bury the commission's transgressions by sealing its files for 
50 years. But civil rights activists and the American Civil Liberties Union sued to make them public. It 
took 21 years more, but on Tuesday, with yellowed newspaper clippings and well-thumbed reports 
translated to computer files, anyone who cared to stand in line at the Archives & History Department 
could search the records. 


Much that came to light were repetitious accounts of ordinary daily doings. Any meeting of blacks or 
civil rights sympathizers was sure to produce a list of license tag numbers of cars parked outside. 


But some files are revealing in their intensity. The segregation gatekeepers were so disturbed when 
Clyde Kennard tried to integrate the University of Southern Mississippi, for example, that they 
unleashed investigators who dug up the most minute details of his then 32 years. 


A 37-page report compiled in December 1958 shows the vacuum-cleaner approach used by Sovereignty 
Commission agents. Kennard’s file stands out in its detail, starting with his birth certificate number. 
Agents sucked up information on virtually every facet of his life thereafter: high school and college 
grades, credit and work history, U.S. Army records, his purchase of chicken feed, his mortgage and a 
letter to the Hattiesburg American newspaper advocating integration.

Six months later, Rainey and his chief 
deputy, Cecil Price, were behind bars. 


Eight klansmen went to prison on federal conspiracy charges. The state never brought murder charges in 
the case, which inspired the film "Mississippi Burning.” 


In pursuing Kennard, commission investigator Zach Van Landingham, a now deceased former FBI 
agent, interviewed Kennard's former teachers and several black pastors, asking about his involvement in 
the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People and speculating on his family tree, 
which one person interviewed said included white ancestors. 


"Confidential informant T-1" supplied Van Landingham with information about Kennard's job history. 


Van Landingham also included his own opinions, such as this summary of Kennard's debts compared to 
his income: "He has shown no sense of responsibility in meeting his obligations. This seems to be a 
characteristic of the Negro race in general, as shown in the extensive files of this organization.” 


Kennard tried to apply three times to Southern Mississippi College, as the university was then known. 
After the third rejection, on Sept. 15, 1959, Kennard was arrested for illegal possession of liquor. 


Sovereignty Commission records show whiskey was planted in his car to keep him from enrolling in the 
school. The Mississippi Supreme Court cleared Kennard of the charge in 1990 - 27 years after he died of 


intestinal cancer in Chicago. 


The files seen Tuesday left the impression that much of the commission's labor was little more than a 
clipping service, clogged with readily available information on individuals suspected of being 
communists or threats to segregation. 


Furthermote, indications have been clear since the files were sealed that the records had been purged of 
most evidence potentially incriminating to commission and the state.

I 
was principally responsible for research that led to the creation of the Civil Rights 
Memorial honoring 40 persons killed; now I am going back to find further information on 
other African Americans killed during the years 1954 through 1968 in preparation for the 
construction of a Civil Rights Memorial Center and publications that would educate 
visitors about the violence of that era. 


I request a waiver of all fees for this request. Disclosure of the requested information to 
me is in the public interest because it is likely to contribute significantly to public 
understanding of the operations or activities of the government and is not primarily in my 
commercial interest. In addition to its use in the Civil Rights Memorial Center, any new 
information J collect on deaths would be open to scholars, journalists, and family 
members seeking to complete the history of that period.

1) As the population that lived through the civil rights movement ages, it is of 
critical importance to collect all available documentary evidence that will help us 
interview witnesses and compile accurate data related to that era. 


2) Due to the Justice Department’s valiant efforts to re-prosecute some civil rights 
cases, our own Civil Rights Memorial, and the wealth of books and videos on the 
era, there may be a public misperception that the era has been thoroughly 
chronicled. For example, an Associated Press article last summer about the 
Goodman, Chaney, Schwerner case was headlined: “Attention turns to civil rights 
era’s last major unresolved case.” We know that there are many, many more 
unresolved murders, and feel an urgent need to correct this mistaken view of 
history by uncovering the facts, as best we can, on those killings. 


3) Our education project, which maintains web sites and disseminates free 
educational materials, has the capacity to disseminate this new information to 
hundreds of thousands of web users and nearly half a million educators 
nationwide. 


4) We belong to an informal network of journalists and scholars who have devoted 
their careers to uncovering the truth about these eras. Through their work, the 
information we collect on civil rights era deaths will significantly contribute both 


to the public’s knowledge of that era and to a more complete and accurate history. 


5) We are now near completion of the design phase of the Civil Rights Memorial 
Center and have a compelling institutional need to determine what types of 
displays to construct focusing on the new research.

The axplosives expert of 
the now-defunct group, the Covenans, the Sword and 
the Arrn of the Lord — a criminal, white supremacist 
organization that flourished in che 1980s — lived at 
Padanaram during that period, according to 2 former

Hulsing murdered his wife, police say. 

As long ago as 1969, violence was narrowly avert- 
ed during a standoff becween compound members 
and state police that began as a neighborhood dis- 
pute. Officials say members were better armed than 
police then, and are even more so now. 

Padanaram is one of scores of similar, insular com- 
munities infused with far-right ideology. Most are sep- 
aratise, and many are armed in ancicipacion of the 
end-times bactle they believe is coming, Some already 
are known to law enforcement, while others remain se- 
cret. or at least unnoticed. But all of them worry po- 
lice and experts on domestic terrorism, who fear that

Fifty miles outside Albuquerque, N.M., former 
militiaman Jim Thorsen occupies a compound buils by 
the Heaven's Gate cult, whose members comenirted 
collective suicide earlier this year. Thorsen has claimed 
that God appointed him to lead patriots in the com- 
ing tribulation. Thorsen has told reporters he believes 
America is being taken over by the New World Order 
and that the “end-times” described in Revelations are 
neas, He said he would continue work on the com- 
pound to create a shelter for like-minded relatives and 
associates when the apocalypse comes. 

Thorsen’s 40-acte site, near the isolated mountain 
town of Manzano, is largely constructed of walls of 
earth-filled tires that police fear are ideally suited to 
withstand any police action. “If anything happens,” 
one worried law enforcement official warns, “getting in 
there is impossible. We'd need the miliary.” 

Officials say Thorsen has been associated with far- 
right figures such as Larry Crow, who was convicred of 
plotting bomb attacks on abortion clinics and civil 
tights organizations. They say he’s a regular visitor to 
armed compounds with far-right ideologies. Thorsen 
will say only that his compound could be used by 
Christians during the coming tribulation. 

Outside Muldrow, Okla,, six miles up a ruteed dire 
road, Identity paceiarch Robert Millar runs a 1,000- 
acre armed community known as Elohim City. In- 
habiced by some 85 men, women and children, the 
community features strangely shaped structures of 
chickenwire and stucco reminiscent of some cheaply 
constcucted, Hansel and Gretel village.

perimeter, “We have no doubt thar Elohim City is in 
a state of armed. preparedness, cartying on constant 
paramilitary training,” an official says. 

The chief similarity among these three compounds 
js their adherence to tenets of Christian Identity, 
which holds that Northwestern European whites, not 
Jews, ace God’s “chosen people” and the true Israelites. 
Identicy followers generally believe that Jews are lixer- 
ally che spawn of Satan, and that blacks are subhuman 
“mud people.” Many adherents expect the new millé- 
nium will bring race war and a pitched bate with 
the federal government. 

Brene Smith, an expert on domestic terrorism at the 
University of Alabama at Birmingham, says the cla 
example of a compound turning violent is the C 
community near Three Brothers, Ark. It was foun ~ 
by Ellison in the mid-1970s as a kind of religt us 
training ground, buc soon attracted various zea 
from around the nation. By the early 1980s, Sr 
notes, members were commiting crimes such as 
burning of a gay church in Missouri. Finally, Ellison 
became affiliated with the Order, an extremely “- 
lene subversive group that held up armored cars 
committed at least two murders. 

“Obviously, not all of che camps and compounds 
do that, but clearly there are some with more poten- 
tial,” Smith says. Aside from their insular nacure, 
Smith sees che chief warning sign as a combination of 
a scrong anti-tax stand (and illegal refusal co pay taxes) 
and Identity theology. 

“To me,” he says, “char’s the straw that breaks the 
camel's back.”

PLAINTIFE’S ORIGINAL COMPLAINT 
TO THE HONORABLE JUDGE OF SAID COURT: 

COMES NOW, Wendellyn K. Rush, Plaintiff in the above styled and numbered cause, 
individually and on behalf of The Nation of Yahweh and all similarly situated citizens of The Nation 
of Yahweh, and files this Original Complaint, complaining of the Anti-Defamation League and The 
Southern Poverty Law Center, Inc., and for cause of action would show as 


follows: 


INTRODUCTION 
1. Plaintiff for herself, The Nation of Yahweh, and all other members of the class 
described below, seeks equitable relief, and compensatory and exemplary damages when Defendants 
published statements that tended to injure the reputation of Plaintiff, The Nation of Yahweh, and its 


followers and citizens, and exposed Plaintiff, The Nation of Yahweh, and its followers and citizens

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to public hatred, contempt, ridicule, and financial injury, and impeached their honesty and integrity. 
Damages are further sought for the intentional infliction of emotional distress when Defendants 
participated in the defamation of Plaintiff, The Nation of Yahweh, and its followers and citizens 
because of their religious faith and beliefs. Plaintiff complains that Defendants’ defamatory 
statements were published in the Project Megiddo report issued by the United States Justice 
Department, Federal Bureau of Investigation. Plaintiff demands a jury on ail issues triable to a jury. 

2. Plaintiff's cause of action arises out of defamation legislation found in Vernon’s 
Texas Code Annotated (V.T.C.A.), Civil Practice & Remedies Code § 73.001.'

PARTIES 

3. Plaintiff is a resident of Guadalupe County, Texas. The Nation of Yahweh consists 
of a sovereign Hebrew Israelite people who share common customs, origins, history, culture, 
language, and religious belief based upon the commandments, jaws, judgments, and statutes of God, 
VW, as taught by His Son, M1? 2 1M, Yahweh Ben Yahweh. Defendant, the Anti- 
Defamation League , is an unincorporated New York entity with its principal place of business in 
New York, New York. Defendant, The Southern Poverty Law Center, Inc., is an Alabama non-profit 


corporation with its principal place of business in Montgomery, Alabama. 


"A libel is a defamation expressed in written or other graphic form that tends to blacken the 
memory of the dead or that tends to injure a living person’s reputation and thereby expose the person 
to public hatred, contempt or ridicule, or financial injury or to impeach any person’s honesty, 
integrity, virtue, or reputation or to publish the natural defects of anyone and thereby expose the 
person to public hatred, ridicule, or financial injury.

JURISDICTION 
4. This is a civil action over which this court has Jurisdiction pursuant to 28 U.S.C.§ 
1332 because of the diversity of the parties and because the individual claims of Plaintiff and each 
class member exceeds $75,000, exclusive of interests and costs . 
5. Venue is proper in the Western District of Texas, under 28 U.S.C.§ 1391 (a) (3) since 
any defendant is subject to personal jurisdiction in the Western District of Texas at the time the 


action commenced .

CONDITIONS PRECEDENT TO SUIT 


6. The acts complained of began on or about October 30, 1999 when the Federal Bureau 


of Investigation issued its Project Megiddo report and occurred within the proper time limitations 


imposed. 
Vv. 
CLASS ACTION 
7. This action is brought by Plaintiff as a class action, on her own behalf, on behalf of 


The Nation of Yahweh, and on behaff of all others similarly situated, under the provisions of Rules 
23{a) and 23(b) (1) (A) and (B) of the Federal Rules of Civil Procedure, for damages as alleged in 
this Original Complaint. 

8. The class so represented by Plaintiff in this action, and of which Plaintiff herself is 


amember, consists of Hebrew Israelite people who share common customs, origins, history, culture, 


language, and religious belief, and who are citizens of The Nation of Yahweh. 


9. The exact number of members of the class identified above is not known, but 
there are currently worshipers of variant races from more than 40 cities within America, who gather 
to celebrate holy days and feasts at least three times each year. The class is so numerous that joinder 


of individual members in this action is impracticable. 


10. There are common questions of law involved in this action that affect the rights of 
each member of the class and the relief sought is common to the entire class as to whether the class 
is entilled to recover damages for Defendants’ published statements that tended to injure the class’s 
Teputation, and exposed the class to public hatred, contempt, ridicule, and financial injury, and 
impeached the class’s honesty and integrity; and whether the class is entitled to recover damages 


from Defendants for the intentional infliction of emotional distress. 


I. The claims of Plaintiff, who is a representative of the class, are typical of the claims 
of the class, in that the claims of all members of the class, including Plaintiff, depend on a showing 
of the acts or omissions of Defendants giving rise to the right of Plaintiff to the relief sought. There 
is no conflict as between Plaintiff and other members of the class with respect to this action, or with 


respect to the claims for relief set forth in this Original Compiaint. 


12, The named Plaintiff is the representative party for the class, and is able to, and will 
fairly and adequately protect the interests of the class. 

13. This action is properly maintained as a class action in that the prosecution of separate 
actions by individual members of the class would create a risk of varying adjudications with respect 
to individual members of the class which would establish incompatible standards of conduct for the 


Defendants, all of whom oppose the class. 


i4. This action is also properly maintained as a class action in that the prosecution of 


separate actions by individual members of the class would create a risk of adjudications with respect 
to individual members of the class which would as a practical matter be dispositive of the interest 
of the other members not parties to the adjudications or would substantially impair or impede their 
ability to protect their interests.

FIRST COUNT - LIBEL 

15. On or about October 30, 1999, the United States Department of Justice, Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) issued its Project Megiddo Report (PMR) to Jaw enforcement officials 
at the annual convention of the International Association of Chiefs of Police. 

16. In November 1999, the FBI posted the 32-paged PMR on its Internet Web site, in 
which Chapter VI referred to the "Black Hebrew Israelites (BHI)," and which made specific mention 
of The Nation of Yahweh as a group of BHI. 

17. The PMR stated, in terms and language when given their plain, ordinary, and rational 
meaning, in light of their context as a whole, that The Nation of Yahweh, its followers, and its 
citizens were motivated by religious beliefs to engage in violence against "whites" at the end of 1999 
and the beginning of the new millennium. No exact words, published in the PMR made this specific 
statement about The Nation of Yahweh; yet, relevant parts of the PMR read as follows: 

"..certain segments of the BHI movement have the potential 
to engage in violence at the turn of the century." (page 23) 
".,.current intelligence from a variety of sources indicates that 
extreme factions of BHI groups are preparing for a race war 
fo clese the millennium." "Violent BHI groups are of 
particular concern as the millennium approaches..." (page 23) 
"Some BHI followers have been observed in public donning 
primarily black clothing, with emblems and/or patches 
bearing the ‘Star of David’ symbol. Some BHI members 
practice paramilitary operations and wear web belts and 


shoulder holsters." (page 23) "..condemning whites as 
incarnate manifestations of evil." (page 23) 


18. These statements, when examined in their context as a whole and viewed in their 
surrounding circumstances, constitute statutory libel because they tend to injure the reputation of the 
Plaintiff, The Nation of Yahweh, and all other members of the class, and to expose the Plaintiff, The 
Nation of Yahweh, and all other members of the class to public hatred, contempl, ridicule, and 
financial injury. Defendant’s defamatory statements have impeached their honesty and integrity. 

19, A copy of Chapter VI of the PMR containing the defamatory statements is attached 
as Exhibit A and is incorporated into this Original Complaint by reference. 

20. The defamatory statements constitute defamation per se in that they inseparably 
associate The Plaintiff, The Nation of Yahweh, and its followers and citizens with potential violent, 
criminal acts and alleged racism. 

21, Defendants, the Anti-Defamation League and The Southern Poverty Law Center, 
Inc., are the original publishers of articles containing defamation per se statements, cach having 
issued a report in 1991 and 1997 respectively. 

22. The unknown authors of the PMR caused these defamation per se statements to be 
repeated within the PMR’s chapter on BHI as a natural consequence of the original publications. 

23. Prior to October 1999, Defendants have demonstrated an aggressive controversy with 
The Nation of Yahweh because of its history, heritage, and beliefs, and becatise its followers and 


citizens openly and rightfully utter the name of God, M1, Yahweh. 


24 Defendant, the Anti-Defamation League, has, or had, a close relationship between its 


fact-finding division and the counterterrorism department of the FBI. 


25, Defendants worked in consort with the unknown authors of the PMR to include BHT 


and The Nation of Yahweh in the PMR. 


26. Detendants’ publication of the defamatory statements were not privileged because 
they did not limit their publication to those with legitimate law enforcement interests, but 
participated in publishing the defamatory statements to the general public on the world-wide web 
with knowledge that the statements taken within their context as a whole, were false, and with 


reckless disregard to whether they were true or false. 


27. All persons who read the defamatory statements understood that the statements were 
defamatory in the manner described. Furthermore, persons who read the defamatory statements 
understood that the statements referred to Plaintiff, Wendellya Rush, The Nation of Yahweh, and 


all its followers and citizens. 


28. The defamatory statements set forth above are false. The Nation of Yahweh has an 
identifiable history as a legitimate religious organization, which welcomes adherents from all races 
and ethnic groups. It is known and identified by distinctive “white garments" and “diadems" (head 


coverings) of its followers; and even more unique, their Tetragrammaton (11117) necklaces. Yahweh 


Ben Yahweh teaches his followers not to carry weapons. “Whites” are not condemned as incarnate 
manifestations of evil. "White people” do not have the patent on evil. Evil has no color barrier: Evil 
is found in all colors and sexes, This is what Yahweh Ben Yahweh teaches and has always taught. 
Furthermore, The Nation of Yahweh places no special significance on the year 2000. The Nation of 
Yahweh celebrated its new millennium over two years ago at the ushering in of the year 6000 under 
the solar calendar. 

29. As a direct and proximate result of the Defendants’ publication of the defamatory 


statements, the reputation of the Plaintiff, The Nation of Yahweh, and all other members of the class 


have been severely injured. The allegations contained in the defamatory statements have caused 


Plaintiff, Wendellyn Rush, to suffer extreme mental anguish, public humiliation, and embarrassment. 


30. Furthermore, Plaintiff, Wendellyn Rush and Plaintiff class are entitled to exemplary 
damages because Defendants acted with malice and with a conscious indifference to the rights, 
safely, or welfare of Plaintiff with actual, subjective awareness that their conduct involved an 
extreme degree of risk of harm to Plaintiff, The Nation of Yahweh, and all other members of the 
class. 

VU. 


COUNT TWO - INTENTIONAL INFLICTION OF EMOTIONAL DISTRESS 


31. Each and every allegation contained in the foregoing paragraphs is realleged as if 


fully rewritten herein. 


32. The defamatory statements were relied upon by the news media and repeated in their 
news casts. One press report, heard on "Good Morning America" on | 1/22/99, resuited in a memo 
seen circulated on the Internet on 12/07/99. That memo warned folks to stay home New Year’s Eve 
because "...groups such as the World Church of the Creator a.k.a. KKK, and Biack Hebrew activists 
are reported to be preparing to launch a holy war separating church and government on the eve of 
2000." On 12/27/99, two followers of The Nation of Yahweh shared their distress and astonishment 
with Plaintiff that they had found copies of the same memo being distributed on their jobs, adding 


to Plaintiff's emotional distress. 


33. Defendants’ actions were extreme and outrageous in character, and so extreme in 
degree, as to go beyond all possible bounds of decency, as to be regarded as atrocious and utterly 


intolerable in a civilized community. In particular, their conduct was outrageous because the 


defamatory statements fed upon local prejudices and suggested a false basis for such prejudices 


against The Nation of Yahweh and its followers and citizens. 


34, The Defendants’ actions proximately caused Plaintiff damage in that they caused 
Plaintiff to suffer severe emotional distress. In particular, the Defendants’ conduct was the direct 
and proximate cause of severe disappointment, indignation, wounded pride, shame, despair, and 
public humiliation in that Plaintiff has been made the object of gossip and rumor in her profession 


and/or in the community at large. 


35, Plaintiff’ s emotional distress has been severe in that Plaintiff has suffered numerous 
sleepless nights, has been unable to enjoy or digest her food, and has experienced severe dread of 
being followed and under telephonic surveillance as a proximate result of Defendants actions and 
conduct, By a sheer matter of happenstance, it came to Plaintiff's uttention that an unknown 
passenger left luggage on a plane during Plaintiff's recent trip into Miami, which contained a paper 
in an inside pocket with the Plaintiff’s name typewritten on it. 

36 Defendants’ conduct described in this Original Complaint was malicious so as to 
entille Plaintiff and Plaintiff class to recover exemplary damages. In this connection, Plaintiff will 


show that as a result of their conduct, Plaintiff has suffered losses to be awarded exemplary damages. 


WHEREFORE, Plaintiff requests, for herself, The Nation of Yahweh, and all other members 
of the class identified in this Original Complaint: 

1. That the rights of the followers and citizens of The Nation of Yahweh be adjudicated 
and declared; 

2. That Plaintiff class be awarded damages incident to the equitable relief requested, in 


the sum of twelve trillion dollars; and 


3. That Plaintiff have such other and further retief as the Court deems appropriate.

VI. BLACK HEBREW ISRAELITES 


As the millennium approaches, radical fringe members of the Black Hebrew Israelite 
(BHI) movement may pose a challenge for law enforcement. As with the adherents of most 
apocalyptic philosophies, certain segments of the BHI movement have the potential to 
engage in violence at the turn of the century. This movement has been associated with 
extreme acts of violence in the recent past, and current intelligence from a variety of 
sources indicates that extreme factions of BHI groups are preparing for a race war to close 


the millennium. 


Violent BHI followers can generally be described as proponents of an extreme form 
of black Supremacy. Drawing upon the teachings of earlier BHI adherents, such groups 
hold that blacks represent God’s true "chosen people,” while condemning whites as 
incarnate manifestations of evil. As God’s “authentic” Jews, BHI adherents believe that 
mainstream Jews are actually imposters. Such beliefs bear a striking resemblance to the 
Christian Identity theology practiced by many white supremacists. In fact, Tom Metzger, 
renowned white supremacist, once remarked, "They’re the black counterpart of us.""* Like 
their Christian Identity counterparts, militant BHI followers tend to see themselves as 
divinely endowed by God with superior status. As a result, some followers of this belief 
system hold that violence, including murder, is justifiable in the eyes of God, provided that 
it helps to rid the world of evil. Violent BHI groups are of particular concern as the 
millennium approaches because they believe in the inevitability of a race war between 
blacks and whites, 


The extreme elements of the BHI movement are prone to engage in violent activity. 
As seen in previous convictions of BHI followers, adherents of this philosophy have a 
proven history of violence, and several have been observed in public donning primarily 
black clothing, with emblems and/or patches bearing the "Star of David" symbol. Some 
BHI members practice paramilitary operations and wear web belts and shoulder holsters. 
Some adherents have extensive criminal records for a variety of violations, including

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weapons charges, assault, drug trafficking, and fraud. 


In law enforcement circles, BHI groups are typically associated with violence and 
criminal activity, largely as a result of the movement’s popularization by Yahweh Ben 
Yahweh, formerly known as Hulon Mitchell, Jr., and the Miami-based Nation of Yahweh 
(NOY). In reality, the origins of the BHI movement are non-violent. While the BHI belief 
system may have roots in the United States as far back as the Civil War era, the movement 
became more recognized as a result of the teachings of an individual known as Ben Ami 
Israel, a-k.a. Ben Carter, from the south side of Chicago. Ben Israeli claims to have had a 
vision at the age of 27, hearing "a voice tell me that the time had come for Africans in 
America, the descendants of the Biblical Israelites, to return to the land of our 


forefathers," 


Ben Israel persuaded a group of African-Americans to accompany him to 
Israel in 1967, teaching that African-Americans descended from the biblical tribe of Judah 
and, therefore, that Israel is the Jand of their birthright. Ben Israel and his followers 
initially settled in Liberia for the purposes of cleansing themselves of bad habits. In 1969, 
a small group of BHI followers left Liberia for Israel, with Ben Israel and the remaining 
original migrants arriving in Israel the following year. Public source estimates of the BHI 
community in Israe] number between 1500 and 3000.” Despite promoting non-violence, 
members of Ben Israe!’s movement have shown a willingness to engage in criminal 
activity. For example, in 1986, Ben Israel and his top aide, Prince Asiel Ben Israel, were 
convicted of trafficking stolen passports and securities and forging checks and savings 
bonds.” 

BHI in Israel are generally peaceful, if somewhat controversial. The FBI has no 
information to indicate that Ben Israel’s BHI community in Israel is planning any activity - 
terrorist, criminal, or otherwise - inspired by the coming millennium. Ben Israel’s claims 
to legitimate Judaism have at times caused consternation to the Israeli government. BHI 
adherents in Israel have apparently espoused anti-Semitic remarks, labeling Israeli Jews as

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"imposters."*? Neither the Israeli government nor the Orthodox rabbinate recognize the 
legitimacy of BHI claims to Judaism. According to Jewish law, an individual can be 
recognized as Jewish if he/she was born to a Jewish mother or if the individua agrees to 
convert to Judaism. At the present, BHI in Israel have legal status as temporary residents, 
which gives them the right to work and live in Israel, but not to vote. They are not 
considered to be Israeli citizens. While BHI claims to Judaism are disregarded by Israeli 


officials and religious leaders, the BHI community is tolerated and appears to be peaceful. 


While the BHI community in Israel is peaceful, BHI adherents in the United States 
became associated with violence thanks to the rise of the NOY, which reached the height of 


its popularity in the 1980s. The NOY was founded in 1979 and led by Yahweh Ben 
Yahweh. Ben Yahweh’s followers viewed him as the Messiah, and therefore demonstrated 


unrequited and unquestioned obedience. Members of the organization engaged in 
numerous acts of violence in the 1980s, including several homicides, following direct 
orders from Ben Yahweh. Seventeen NOY members were indicted by a federaj grand jury 
in Miami in 1990-91 on charges of RICO, RICO conspiracy, and various racketeering acts. 
Various members were convicted on RICO conspiracy charges and remain imprisoned. 


While the overwhelming majority of BHI followers are unlikely to engage in 
violence, there are elements of this movement with both the motivation and capability to 
engage in millennial violence. Some radical BHI adherents are clearly motivated by the 
conviction that the approach of the year 2000 brings society ever closer to a violent 
confrontation between blacks and whites. While the rhetoric professed by various BHI 
groups is fiery and threatening, there are no indications of explicitly identified targets for 
violence, beyond a general condemnation and demonization of whites and “imposter” Jews. 
Militant BHI groups tend to distrust the United States government; however, there are no 


specific indications of imminent violence toward the government.

The enclosed is our rebuttal to the PROJECT MEGIDDO report which refutes all of its 
accusations. This report was first issued by the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) 
in October 1999, as its strategic assessment of the potential for domestic terrorism in 
the United States undertaken in anticipation of or response to the arrival of the 
millennium. 


We, The Nation of 17 (Yahweh), are greatly disturbed by the unwarranted and 
unprecedented attack on our Nation and Leader, 717 y2 M7 (Yahweh Ben Yahweh), 
by the United States Justice Department in theirs PROJECT MEGIDDO report. In this 
report, we have been accused of being associated with potential violence and possible 
criminal activity; and as such, we have been put on their terrorists list as one of their 
main target groups. Being considered terrorists suggests that we are a potential danger 
to the American government for the new millennium.

real purpose for including The Nation of Yahweh ina report outlining possible 
terroristic acts was to discredit Yahweh Ben Yahweh and The Nation of 
Yahweh. The authors of and contributors to Project Megiddo knowingly used 
wild speculations, false accusations, and misleading information to build up 
a hateful reaction in the minds of the American people against Yahweh Ben 
Yahweh and The Nation of Yahweh. They used deliberate, suggestive "buzz- 
word” verbiage to reprehensibly depict us as racists, religious fanatics, and 
domestic terrorists. Such fallacious portrayals make The Nation of Yahweh a 
victim of egregious hate crimes. We consider this a declaration of "war" 
against us. 


DECLARATION OF WAR 


“And there was war in heaven: Michael and his angels fought against 
the dragon; and the dragon fought and his angels, And prevailed not; 
neither was their place found any more in heaven. And the great dragon 
was cast out, that old serpent, called the Devil, and Satan, which 
deceiveth the whole world: he was cast out into the carth, and his angels 
were cast out with him."

The preceding Scripture from the Book of Revelation describes a war 
that is to occur at the so-called end time; and what immediately comes to mind 
is a battle of arms: weapons and violence. Could there be another meaning for 
this war that is to be waged between the angels? The word war in the 


Scripture is transliterated from the Greek word "“polemos,"’ which is the root

Based on these definitions, it can certainly be surmised that the war in 
Revelation 12:7-9 does not solely reference a "physical" battle, but rather a 
controversy; an aggressive attack on another’s opinions, doctrines, or 
principles. Further examining the word “war" itself shows that it has other 
meanings, among which are have words [with], a war of words, hatred and

Project Megiddo was compiled from sources who not only have a 
controversy and a dispute with The Nation of Yahweh, but who also hate us 
and want to totally refute our beliefs. What sources? The Anti-Defamation 
League and the Southern Poverty Law Center, who take strong, hostile 
opposition with the fact that The Nation of Yahweh and the so-called “black” 
people in America, the descendants of slaves, are, in reality, the descendants 
of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob (Israel): the true “chosen people” of the God of 
the Bible, M1”, Yahweh. 

As will be conclusively shown in this article, there can be no other 
logical basis for including The Nation of Yahweh in the Project Megiddo 
report, other than to allow these two organizations an opportunity to 
surreptitiously make an aggressive, abhorrent verbal attack against us. The 
Anti-Defamation League and the Southern Poverty Law Center detest us 
because of our history, our language, our name, and because we openly and 
rightfully utter the name of our God, 71, Yahweh. 

The FBI has used biased information from these sources in its 
publication, and has pushed the envelope well beyond the fragile line that exits 
between law enforcement concerns and constitutionally protected liberties to 


accomplish the worst kind of assault -- a hate crime against an entire faith and 


people. 


HATE CRIME 


A hate crime by definition is "a crime in which the defendant 
intentionally selects a victim, or in the case of a property crime, the property 
which is the object of the crime, because of the actual or perceived race, 
color, religion, national origin, ethnicity, gender, or sexual orientation of any 
person."¢ 

In addition, a hate crime does not always involve physical contact, 
physical violence, or a physical assault. As defined by the Anti-Defamation 
League in its "Model Legislation,” a bias-motivated crime can also include 
harassment, menacing, and intimidation.’ 

Harass, the root word for harassment, means "to trouble, worry or 
torment, as with cares, debts, repeated questions, etc. and to trouble with 
repeated raids or attacks,” Menacing is Synonymous with "threatening" and 
"harmful." Intimidation comes from the word intimidate which means "to 
make timid; make afraid: daunt, or to force or deter with threats or violence,"* 

Each of these words is the basis for penal code offenses, such as stalking 


and terroristic threats: offenses that criminalize both physical acts as well as

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abusive, degrading, and frightening oral and/or written statements. 
Bias-motivated hostile or hateful speech, or other disrespectful and 
discriminatory behavior, can be illegal as well "..when they directly incite 
perpetrators to commit violence against persons or property, or if they place 
a potential victim in reasonable fear of physical injury."” 
During President Clinton’s State of the Union Address on January 27, 
2000, he urged passage of the Hate Crimes Prevention Act with the following 
comments: 
"Look around. We have members in this 
Congress from virtually every racial, ethnic, and 
religious background. And I think you would 
agree that America is stronger because of it. You 
also have to agree that all those differences you 
just clapped for all too often spark hatred and 
division even here at home. ...This is not the 
American way, we must draw the line." 
[emphasis added] 


There is a spirited movement to pass hate crime legislation because 


"Hate crimes differ from other crimes in their effect on victims and community 


stability: 
Hate crimes are often especially brutal or injurious. 
» Victim(s) usually feel traumatized and terrified. 
» Families of victims often feel frustrated and powerless.

The Nation of Yahweh was intentionally selected for Project Megiddo 
because of its actual national origin and ethnicity - Hebrew, and because of 
its perceived race and religion. Those who chose to victimize us in this report 
hold an invidious hatred for our nation, our founder, and our beliefs. 

The craft and skill, however, was to make it appear that The Nation of 
Yahweh deserved to be among a list of potential millennial domestic terrorists 
by using words of war: Words carefully chosen to paint a picture of us as the 
group to be feared, ridiculed, and avoided; nebulous and vague words 
studiously selected for their dubious implications. 

This semantic warfare is more than merely expressing an “opinion.” 
Why? Because, cloaked in an FBI report, these biased, polemic words have 
a pretense of significance and take on an undeserved look of legitimacy. 

We shall expose how this process was accomplished by responding to 
direct quotes from the report. But first, to lay an appropriate foundation, take 


a brief look at The Nation of Yahweh’s laborious, torturous past experiences

PAST TORTUROUS BATTLE 


The Nation of Yahweh has an identifiable history as a legitimate 


religious organization, which is included in the Encyclopedia of American 


Religions." 


While incorrectly designated as a “black” supremacist and racist faith by 
disputants, The Nation of Yahweh welcomes adherents from all races and 
ethnic groups.” In fact, there are currently worshipers of variant races from 
more than 40 cities within America, who gather to celebrate our religious holy 
days and feasts at least three times each year. In the year 2000, we will be 
celebrating our twentieth annual Passover and Feast of Unleavened Bread, 
Feast of Weeks, and Feast of Tabernacles. 

The federal courts have recognized The Nation of Yahweh in the civil 
case of Lawson v. Wainwright, Cause Number 83-8409-Civ-Aronovitz," in 
which U. S. District Court Judge Sidney Aronovitz declared that “...the 


Hebrew Israelite faith is a bona fide religion.”

1987) 
vacated and remanded to require government agency to submit a plan that does not 
violate procedural protections afforded under the [* and 14” Amendments. 
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However, in 1990, our legitimate, bona fide religion was unjustly 
named as the racketeering enterprise in a three-count federal RICO 
indictment, subjecting an entire nation and an entire faith to criminal 
prosecution and public persecution. 

While members of any religious organization are not immune from 
criminal prosecution, defining a RICO enterprise as an organized religion is 
not only an attack on religious freedom, but it is also interfering with an 
individual’s free exercise of religion. Never should alleged or perceived acts 
of individuals be extended to the whole entire group: It is unthinkable to label 
all “white” people guilty for the beatings and killings of America’s slaves...all 
Jews as being responsible for the Atlantic slave trade..-all Germans as 
participants in and responsible for the atrocities committed by Hitler and the 
Nazi regime; but yet, The Nation of Yahweh was permitted to be indicted as 
a whole. 

The court denied all challenges to the indictment, and a five-month long 
trial against a total of 16 defendants commenced in January 1992 with the 
following results: 


+ Yahweh Ben Yahweh and six of the nation’s citizens were 
convicted of conspiracy to commit RICO only; 


+ nine others were found not guilty; and 


+ no one was found guilty of the racially motivated killings of 
“white devils,” as alleged by the government. 


Unhappy with the verdicts, in a fit of disgust, prosecutors pursued two 
capital murder cases in state courts against Yahweh Ben Yahweh and five 
others, using the same evidence and the same witnesses as in the federal case, 
and again: 


+ The jury returned NOT GUILTY verdicts on Yahweh Ben 
Yahweh and three co-defendants, 


+ The very next day, charges were DISMISSED against another co- 
defendant for “degree murder, and 


+ The state agreed to an unprecedented no contest plea and gave an 
unheard of sweetheart deal to the defendant who was charged 
with the most heinous of ail their allegations -- a beheading. 

Still not satisfied and seeking revenge for their federal and state court 

defeats, prosecutors again attempted state murder charges against four 
followers in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. Once again, after authorities held these 
men for five months, the prosecutors asked that all charges be DISMISSED. 

All allegations that Yahweh Ben Yahweh ordered any one to be harmed 


or killed came from suspected government agent provocatcurs and disgruntied 


ex-believers who became FBI informants. They not only received benefit for 


their lies, but have, since the federal trial, also demonstrated their “true” 


natures, "4 
‘The validity of the federal convictions is still in question because of 
these state court acquittals and dismissals. The federal indictment remains the 
subject of judicial and public controversy because the federal prosecutors 
charged an entire faith and an entire nation. 
Both the trial judge and the decision from the 11" Circuit Court of 
Appeals support the significance of separating the whole from the individual: 


“The Court: 1 have found it interesting as the trial 
progressed to learn more about the religion as espoused 
and preached by the defendant [Yahweh Ben Yahweh} 
and I do not cast aspersions upon it or the beliefs of 
any body who follows [T]he Nation of Yahweh.” 


“Not all the members of the Temple supported or were 
engaged in the homicidal activities that are the subject of 
this case. But there is a distinction between the 
conspirators in this case and the general population of 
the Temple. We recognize and stress this 
difference...This case is not the prosecution of a 
religion. The religion had adherents who never became 
involved in illegal activity and who were not implicated

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in this conspiracy.”'° 


To agree that the whole should not be judged by the acts of the few, 
and to then proceed to do just that, is unconscionable. Meager attempts to 
distance the “religion” from the prosecution of individual “conspirators” were 
futile. Upholding the indictment of an entire nation and an entire faith as a 
racketeering enterprise has had the factual result of branding all followers 
and worshipers as unindicted co-conspirators. 

The prejudicial error that occurred when both Courts permitted this 
unprecedented abuse of the RICO statute is demonstrated by the unjust 
treatment of the “individuals” not implicated in the criminal matter: 

such as — a Miami nurse who was threatened with losing 
her job because she chose to wear her diadem (white head 
wrap) instead of a cap, which had been “okayed” prior to 
the trial - a South Florida defense witness who was 
summarily fired from her secretarial job when it was 
learned that she would be testifying for the defense and 
was a member of the faith — the Birmingham, Alabama 


couple whose competency as parents was attacked and

unsuccessfully challenged in court because they chose to 
teach their children at home — the Army officer who was 
harassed for “belonging to the ‘black’ KKK” — the 
follower who was arrested in 1994 for a 1984 alleged 
murder in Pittsburgh when prosecutors knew he was not 
even named by any witness as having participated in the 
offense. 

The failure of the Courts to protect The Nation of Yahweh -- as a whole 
-- has given the Anti-Defamation League and the Southern Poverty Law Center 
a device behind which to hide their true hateful intent: attempting to inhibit 
the free exercise of our religious beliefs. 

Project Megiddo has continued with this deceptive maneuver by 
subjecting all of us to an unwarranted association with so-called fringe groups. 
We do not deserve to be linked with extrapolated predictions of future violence 
as atrociously articulated in the report. 

Project Megiddo was distributed to the International Association of 


Chiefs of Police in October 1999, and its existence and contents started to leak 


into press reports, prompting the FBI to publish a redacted version on its Web 


site.'’ One press report, heard on “Good Morning America” on 11/22/99, 
resulted in a memo seen circulated on the Internet on 12/07/99. That memo 
warned folks to stay home New Year’s Eve because “...groups such as the 
World Church of the Creator a.k.a. KKK and black Hebrew activists are 
reported to be preparing to launch a holy war separating church and 
government on the eve of 2000.” On 12/27/99, two Miami worshipers were 
astonished, distressed, and sickened to find copies of the same memo being 
distributed on their jobs. 

Inclusion of The Nation of Yahweh among such groups is engaging in 
a “war of words” against it: 

> to belittle the teachings of Yahweh Ben Yahweh; 


» to frighten away those who may be interested in learning more 
about its tenets; and, 


» to willfully encourage and incite violent crimes motivated by 
hatred and bias against The Nation of Yahweh. 
WORDS OF WAR 
“Linguistics is the scientific study of human language in all its various 


aspects and forms — historical, cultural, social, and psychological.”'® Ask any

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linguistic expert and he will tell you that word structure (morphology), syntax 
(arrangement of words in phrases and sentences), and semantics (word 
meanings) are of utmost importance in any persuasive writing. 

A writer chooses words for their function and for their affect on the 
reader. The authors of Project Megiddo carefully chose and studiously 
selected deceptive and vague words and placed them into the report fully 
conscious of their context, When these words were put into the report that was 
released by the “FBI,” they were taken to be credible. This was the authors’ 
first “desired” affect. 

The other desired atfect for such methodically combined words was to 
convince the readers that The Nation of Yahweh should be labeled as a 
millennial domestic terrorist group. Some of the tactics that were utilized to 
hopefully accomplish this desire are discussed below: 

The Scare Tactic 

The FBI, on the cover page to the report, characterized Project Megiddo 
as a “strategic assessment of the potential for domestic terrorism in the United 
States undertaken in anticipation of or response to the arrival of the new 
millennium.” The word Megiddo is Hebrew for Armageddon, which has come 


to be synonymous with the final battle of the Apocalypse.’? The very use of

“Armageddon” begins to conjure up fear and dread in the average reader. Add 
to this, the uncertainty about a Y2K computer failure saturated in the media, 
and the perfect state existed for the report to tell the readers who to fear, avoid, 
and why. 

First, the report used three of its 32 pages to tell the readers to fear and 
to avoid the “Black Hebrew Israelites.” The report made it appear that there is 
one Hebrew Israelite convention -- among which is The Nation of Yahweh -- 
with generally shared tenets and philosophies who were preparing for a race 
war to welcome in the new millennium. This is not true. The FBI and its 
contributors -- the Anti-Defamation League and the Southern Poverty Law 
Center -- know from independent study that no one leader speaks for the 
various groups, and no two sets of customs or practices are the same. 

Project Megiddo erroneously linked The Nation of Yahweh with 
potential millennial acts of violence. When most people hear the word 
“violent,” they think only on the physical level: guns, knives, clubs, and the 
like. The word violent has many meanings. In the Random House College 
Dictionary, Revised Edition, copyright 1988, on page 1469, violent means 
“pertaining to or constituting a distortion of meaning or fact.” 

The Nation of Yahweh is not violent. The violent one is by definition 


the FBI: using the word violent to stir up fear and hatred, and to distort the 
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facts ~ to throw out negative aspersions about The Nation of Yahweh and the 
teachings of Yahweh Ben Yahweh. Matthew 11:12 describes the writers of 
and contributors to Project Megiddo: 

“And from the days of John the Baptist until now the 

kingdom of heaven suffereth violence, and the 


violent take it by force.” 


On page 515 in the same Random House College Dictionary, the word 


force (a noun) means the “power to influence, affect, or control; persuasive 
power; power to convince.” The Nation of Yahweh does not have the capacity 
to influence the American people; we do not have the power to control what 
the American people believe or think. The Nation of Yahweh does not have 
persuasive power nor do we have the power to convince the American 
people. By definition alone, the FBI was describing itself, while appearing 
to be giving the people information to protect themselves against us. Their 
subtle approach was to convince the American people that the threat is from 
someone else, when in fact, the real threat to society is the violence (distortion 
of fact) and force (persuasive power) from within the FBI. 

Second, the language in the report was artfully arranged and deliberately 
chosen to effect fear. Let’s examine a few direct quotes from the report to 
show how this was done: 


A. “...certain segments of the BHI movement have the potential to 
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engage in violence at the turn of the century.” (page 23) 

“...Certain segments...” isa play on words. When such generalities are 
used, the report can point a finger at almost any one, which clearly suggests 
that the authors of the report didn’t wish to produce the facts. According 


to Webster’s Ninth New Collegiate Dictionary, copyright 1989, page 222, the 


word certain means “of a specific but unspecified character, quantity, or 
degree.” The writers wanted to give the illusion that they were being specific 
when in reality they neither specified the character, quantity, number nor 
degree to which certain segments of the BHI movement were involved. 
Potential means “something that can develop or become actual.” Many 
Americans and people throughout the world have the “potential” — the mindset 
— to develop or become violent at any given moment, and not just at the turn 
of the century. To an individual who has the potential to engage in violence, 
the turn of the century is irrelevant. The turning of the century has no bearing 
upon that person’s violent behavior. 

Why point a finger at BHI members? America is a very violent society: 
the most violent society in the world. There are many Americans with the 
“potential” to be violent. 

So, why point a finger at BHI members, really? To distort facts in order 


to draw false and incorrect conclusions, that’s why. Let’s look at other quotes 
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from the report, but keep in mind who has the force (power to convince and 
persuade): the FBI and its friends in the media. 

B. “BHI adherents in the United States became associated with violence 
thanks to the rise of [T]he NOY [Nation of Yahweh]... Members of the 
organization engaged in numerous acts of violence in the 1980s including 
several homicides... Various members were convicted on RICO conspiracy 
charges and remain imprisoned.” (pages 24-5) 

We, like any other religion, do not perform background checks on 
attendees and worshipers. “Adherents” come to The Nation of Yahweh from 
the American society. Don’t lay their mindsets at the door of Yahweh Ben 
Yahweh. Lay them where they belong: at the doors of this society’s political, 
educational, economic, social, and Spiritual institutions. 

Yahweh Ben Yahweh teaches morality, He teaches adherence to the 
commandments, judgments, laws, and statutes of M17 (Yahweh) from the 
Holy Bible (KIV). Those who "adhere" to these teachings are moral, law 
abiding citizens, and are in NO WAY prone to engage in violent activity. 

The Nation of Yahweh does not try to conceal the fact that Yahweh Ben 
Yahweh and six of our citizens were convicted of conspiracy to commit RICO 
in 1992. Nor do we shy away from pointing out the following facts that 
Project Megiddo deliberately kept from its readers: 


+ There were twelve homicides alleged in the indictment. 


+ Robert Rozier, the chief government witness, admitted in court 
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to 7 of those homicides and is suspected of committing six 
other murders that, like the other seven, had nothing to do with 
Yahweh Ben Yahweh. 


+ Robert Rozier named Yahweh Ben Yahweh and others as his 
accomplices to try to lessen his culpability, after he was caught at 
the scene where he had just killed two men. 

+ All remaining allegations in the indictment against Yahweh Ben 
Yahweh were made by people who also had a motive to lie or to 
seek revenge. 

+ Rozier’s hate for Yahweh Ben Yahweh was proven by a 
videotape played to the jury in the state murder trial which 
found Yahweh Ben Yahweh NOT GUILTY. The tape depicted 
Yahweh Ben Yahweh chastising Rozier for Rozier’s ill morals 
and behavior. It demonstrated that Yahweh Ben Yahweh was 
attempting to encourage Rozier to follow a righteous path. 

+ It must be noted that Rozier was arrested in 1986, and NOT 
ONE MORE MURDER, supposedly associated with The Nation 
of Yahweh, was COMMITTED AFTER ROZIER’S ARREST. 

With facts such as these, the question still remains whether Rozier and 
other accusers were not in fact government agent provocateurs. 

Remember, that out of the 16 defendants on trial, only seven were found 
guilty of RICO conspiracy. These seven are the “various members” who were 
convicted and “remain imprisoned”: two of whom were released in 1999, 
and all of whom will be released by August 2001. 


Examine another quote under scare tactics. It should become more 


obvious that the tactics involve distorting facts, concealing whole truths, and 
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drawing wild conclusions. 

C.  “...current intelligence from a variety of sources indicates that 
extreme factions of BHI groups are preparing for a race war to close the 
millennium. Violent BHI groups are of particular concern as the millennium 
approaches,...”’ (page 23) 

First, “extreme factions of BHI groups...” This, too, is not specific. 
According to The Synonym Finder, by J. L Rodale, copyright 1978, page 387, 
extreme is synonymous to lowest, smallest, minimal; and it also means 
highest. On page 390 of that same reference tool, faction means the same as 
circle, group, etc. This is another play on words. Which “extreme” was 
Project Megiddo referring to? The lowest or the highest? The authors wanted 
to give the impression that there is a high number, when in fact, if such a circle 
or group exists, how can we be “certain” that it is not a small circle or group 
of their own agent provocateurs or informants? 

Second, “...the close of the millennium.” That was what Project 
Megiddo was supposed to be warning law enforcement and the general public 
about -- concerns over millennial-driven domestic terrorists -- right? The FBI 
admitted that it had no current intelligence that The Nation of Yahweh was 
encouraging or preparing for any type of violence as the world began year 


2000. Project Megiddo concluded that among Hebrew Israelites, “...there are 


no indications of explicitly identified targets for violence...” and “...no 
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specific indications of imminent violence toward the government” (page 
25). 

There was no indication that The Nation of Yahweh had a particular 
concern with the approach of the new millennium either. The Nation of 
Yahweh makes no secret of its teachings. We produce an award-winning 
weekly television program and send our publications to heads of federal and 
state governments. Not any of our beliefs, tenets, teachings, or representations 
place a special significance on the year 2000, save for the articles offering 
assistance to our followers and worshipers on how to prepare, individually, for 
the possibility of a Y2K crisis or natural catastrophe that some computer 
experts were predicting. In fact, with little difficulty, the FBI could have 
discovered (although it should have already known) that The Nation of 
Yahweh celebrated its new millennium over two years ago at the ushering 
in of the year 6000 under the solar calendar.” 

The FBI attempted to offer further proof that the “Black Hebrew 
Israelites” should be feared: 

D. “Some BHI followers have been observed in public donning primarily 


black clothing, with emblems and/or patches bearing the ‘Star of David’ 
symbol. Some BHI members practice paramilitary operations and wear web

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belts and shoulder holsters.” (page 23) 

The group described above is called the “Stream of Knowledge” who 
has no association with The Nation of Yahweh2! We are known and 
identified by our distinctive “white garments” and “diadems” (head 
coverings); and even more unique, the wearing of Tetragrammaton Gm”) 
necklaces. 

We do not pose a “physical” threat to anyone at the millennium nor at 
any other time. We are interested in destroying the proliferation of lies about 
Yahweh Ben Yahweh and The Nation of Yahweh. 

Yahweh Ben Yahweh teaches His followers not to carry weapons. 
In 1990, when the government arrested Yahweh Ben Yahweh and 17 others in 
a seven-state wide raid, not a single weapon was found: not a gun, not a 
knife, not a razor blade, not a rock, not a slingshot... NOTHING. 

We would be foolish to fight “physically” against the most powerful, 
armed country in the world. We put all our trust and faith in MY (Yahweh) 
and we do not need any weapon — formed by the hands of man ~ to fight for 
TRUTH: THE WORD OF mn. 


Authors of the FBI report employed subtle, specious statements to

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persuade the public to conclude that we are a violent people. Such a 


conclusion is a baseless extrapolation that could just as easily apply as 


follows: 
1. One Canadian immigrant from Algeria was caught crossing into 
the United States carrying explosives; that immigrant is 4 
suspected terrorist; therefore all Canadian immigrants are 
suspected terrorists. 
2. The Israeli military trains its soldiers to be killers, some Israeli 


soldiers, acting on their own, murdered 50 Palestinians; therefore 
all Israeli soldiers will murder Palestinians. 

When such illogical conclusions are drawn, the result is that those in 
power can come and arrest others of us on more distorted facts, lies, and 
contrived schemes without outcry from the community. 

The Ridicule and Discredit Tactic 

The next set of words used against The Nation of Yahweh was offered 
to ridicule and discredit the significance of the teachings of Yahweh Ben 
Yahweh and our beliefs. If the belief system can be made to look ridiculous, 
then the readers might more readily accept the previous fear tactics. Consider 
the following from the Project Megiddo report: 


A. “condemning whites as incarnate manifestations of evil.” (page 23) 
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We do not condemn “whites” as incarnate manifestations of evil. 
“White” people do not have the patent on evil. Evil has no color barrier: Evil 
is found in all colors and sexes. This is what Yahweh Ben Yahweh teaches 
and has always taught. This was used to persuade “white” people to believe 
the FBI report. By casting racial hatred against us, they hoped to divert from 
the real issue. The FBI is the one distorting the truth and is using sensitive 
words to cause racial hatred against The Nation of Yahweh and its founder, 
Yahweh Ben Yahweh. 

We believe in the Holy Bible (KJV), and Matthew 10:36 describes 
where our greatest foes are: 

“And a man’s foes shall be they of his own household.” 
This is a fact, because all of our former accusers were people who look like us 
and who were once within our own Nation. This was another scheme, trick, 
and plan to convince law enforcement or the public with “word warfare” to 
believe their distorted facts. We do not believe that all “whites” are evil, nor 
in the inevitability of a race war between “whites” and “blacks.” In fact, the 
Bible tells us that the Gentiles will receive and glorify Yahweh. Webster’s 


Ninth New Collegiate Dictionary, copyright 1989, page 511, defines Gentile 


as “a Christian as distinguished from a [Hebrew]; a heathen.” On page 560 of 


that same dictionary, the word heathen is defined as “an unconverted member 


25 


of a people or nation that does not acknowledge the God of the Bible.” The 


name of the God of the Bible is N17Y (Yahweh), the God of Abraham, Isaac, 


and Jacob (Israel). We have followed the Scriptures, have turned to the 
Gentiles, and are waiting to welcome them -- regardless of race -- into one fold. 
Read Acts 13:46-48: 

“Then Paul and Barnabas waxed bold, and said, It was 

necessary that the word of 71M should first have 

been spoken to you [the children of Israel]: but seeing 

ye put it from you, and judge yourselves unworthy of 

everlasting life, lo, we turn to the Gentiles. 

For so hath N17 commanded us, saying, I have set 

thee to be a light of the Gentiles, that thou shouldest 

be for salvation unto the ends of the earth. 

And when the Gentiles heard this, they were glad, and 

glorified the word of MWY: and as many as were 

ordained to eternal life believed.” 

Let us consider another statement from the FBI report. Those who have 
acontroversy with us -- the Anti-Defamation League and the Southern Poverty 
Law Center -- loathe us for and take particular opposition to the following 
sincerely held and documented belief: 

B.  “...such groups hold that blacks represent God’s true ‘chosen 
people,’...As God’s ‘authentic’ Jews, BHI adherents believe mainstream 


Jews are actually imposters.” (page 23) 


The report calls us “God’s authentic Jews,” and the others are referred 


to as “mainstream” Jews. Mainstream Jews? 
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In the Synonym Finder by J. 1. Rodale, Copyright 1978, on page 81, some 
legitimate, rightful, lawful, legal, valid, verified, confirmed, attested, vouched 


in the Cambridge International Dictionary of English, Copyright 1995, 


on page 854, mainstream means “the way of life or Set of beliefs accepted by 
most people.” Mainstream Jews are those whose way of life or set Of beliefs 


are accepted by most people. 


Or set of beliefs are accepted by most people. Although the bona fide, 
legitimate, rightful, lawful and legal [Hebrews] exist, most people accept the 


mainstream Jews. The mainstream Jews are the ones people most accept 


accepted Politically, educationally, economically and socially. It is their way 


of life and set of beliefs that are accepted by the masses, because it is they 
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who have ready access to and/or control over the publishing and 
entertainment industries, the educational and judicial systems, and all 
other businesses and professions of this world. 

The Nation of Yahweh is not seeking acceptance by most people, we 
only seek acceptance from our God, 99>. Our way of life and set of beliefs 
are based upon His Word, as found in the Holy Bible. 

Furthermore, we believe the Holy Bible: Revelation 2:9, which states 
in part: 

“.. 1 know the blasphemy of them which say they 
are Jews, and are not, but are the synagogue of 
Satan.” 

The descendants of Abraham are Hebrews (Genesis 14:13). As his 
descendants, we do not call, nor have we ever called, ourselves Jews. 

The descendants of Abraham have existed since creation. It was 
prophesied that Abraham’s descendants would be brought “with ships” 
(Deuteronomy 28:68) to a strange land and would serve as slaves 400 years, 
according to Genesis 15:13 (and Acts 7:6): 

“And he said unto Abram, Know of a surety that thy 
seed shall be a stranger in a land that is not theirs, and 
shall serve them; and they shall afflict them four 


hundred years”; 


Abraham’s descendants were rooted out of their land, as it is this day, 
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according to Deuteronomy 29:28: 


“And 7 rooted them out of their land in anger, and 
in wrath, and in great indignation, and cast them into 
another land, as it is this day.” 


There are too many Scriptures to list in this article that substantiate who 
the “chosen” people of the Bible are. The Bible makes it clear that there is a 
nation of people who will be raised above all other nations, as recorded in 
Deuteronomy 28:1: 

“And it shall come to pass, if thou shalt hearken 
diligently unto the voice of M7 thy God, to observe 
and to do all his commandments which I command 
thee this day, that NWP thy God will set thee on high 
above all nations of the earth”: 

To be set above all nations suggests that the chosen people are below all 
nations. This can not be talking about the mainstream Jews, because they are 
already sitting in the highest seats among all nations. This Scripture is 
speaking about the “authentic” [Hebrews]. We do not apologize for TRUTH. 

The following statement is but another attempt from the Project Megiddo 


report to justify their attempt to ridicule Hebrew Israelite beliefs: 


C. “Neither the Israeli government nor the Orthodox rabbinate recognize 
the legitimacy of BHI claims to Judaism.” (page 24) 


The Nation of Yahweh does not lay claim to Judaism, but rather to the 


heritage and birthright stemming from our father, Abraham. We are the 
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Spiritually dead lost sheep ofthe house of Israel. More specifically, we are the 
tribe of Judah (Yehuwdah ), referred to as the so-called “blacks” of America. 

Whether recognized or not, the TRUTH is we so-called “blacks,” forced 
into slavery and brought to America over four hundred years ago, are the 
descendants of Abraham. The Nation of Yahweh does not seek, nor have we 
ever sought, recognition, acceptance, or approval from the Israeli government 
nor the Orthodox rabbinate; furthermore, we do not, nor have we ever 
associated ourselves with Judaism. Suggesting that one segment’s “claims are 
not recognized” is a contemptuous avoidance of this TRUTH. 

The Intimidation Tactic 

A hate crime has been perpetrated against The Nation of Yahweh. We 
were intentionally selected for Project Megiddo because of our ‘perceived race 
as an intimidation tactic. Remember, intimidation means “to make timid; 
make afraid, daunt, or to force or deter with threats or violence.” 

To fulfill this stratagem, the authors of Project Megiddo called us 
domestic terrorists and labeled us as “Black” Hebrew Israelites. Both terms 
were used to make us afraid and to deter us -- and others -- from believing the 
teachings of Yahweh Ben Yahweh, from accepting the truth about our heritage, 
and from freely exercising our faith. 

Adherents to the teachings of Yahweh Ben Yahweh are not terrorists. 
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Do you really know what the word terrorist means? The word terror, the root 


of terrorist, in the Webster’s New Collegiate Dictionary, copyright 1975, on 


page 1204, means “a state of intense fear, one that inspires fear, or a cause of 
anxiety.” They -- the FBI -- by definition are the domestic terrorists. They 
have the power, resources, and personnel to create a state of intense fear 
throughout America. We just witnessed the mayhem which was inspired by 
the release of the Project Megiddo report predicting possible domestic 
terrorism at the close of the millennium. This end of the age prediction was 
responsible for a great deal of the anxiety that paralyzed the entire country. 

The Project Megiddo report is also another apt example of how they can 
be a cause of anxiety. In verbal warfare, to effect terror on your opponent, you 
evoke a “buzz-word” that intimidates that opponent, and if you are lucky, that 
distracts that opponent away from the battle while trying to fend off attacks 
from other forces. 

Knowing that their vague words of war were not forever impervious, the 
authors of Project Megiddo elected to use their next intimidation tactic: 
Jabeling The Nation of Yahweh as a “Black” Hebrew Israelite group. By doing 
this, they hoped to invoke hatred and racial discord: to make us fearful, 
frightened, and anxious of others whose ideology is to hate “blacks,” to seek 


the destruction of “blacks,” and to act out physical violence upon “blacks.” 
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Inaculture where race is unimportant, the “black” label would be trivial, 
but in the context of late twentieth and early twenty-first century America, race 
is not inconsequential. Racist sentiments still linger today. Because of this 
fact, calculated labels such as “black” are a strong supportive argument for the 
passage of hate crime legislation. 

“Hate crimes are unique. Victims of hate crimes are targeted because of 
a core characteristic of their identity. These attributes cannot be changed. 
Victims often feel degraded, frightened, vulnerable and suspicious. This may 
be one of the most traumatic experiences of the [sic] lives. Community 
members who share with victims the characteristics that made them targets of 
hate (race, religion, ethnic/national origin, gender, age, disability or sexual 
orientation) may also feel vulnerable, fearful and powerless.” 

The following discussion explains the psychological terrorism and 
social ramifications for utilizing a racial label as an intimidation tactic: 

a. The Nation of Yahweh is a Hebrew Israelite people and 
faith. According to the Holy Bible, our patriarchal father, 
Abraham, was a Hebrew (Genesis 14:13). Therefore, as 
the children and descendants of Abraham, we, too, are 


Hebrews. 


As used in the FBI report, the term and label “black” is 
pejorative, and devoid of any positive connotations to

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uplift or instill pride, joy, hope, and self-esteem in a people 
that were cut-off from their history, culture, language, 
name, land, and God. 


The term and label “black” preceding “Hebrew” is a 
device. A device is “a word pattern or combination of 
words used to evoke and arouse a desired effect and 
reaction in the reader.” The term and label “black” is 
such a device, and a sweeping generalization used to 
engender hatred, violence, death, and destruction upon the 
people so labeled. 


The Holy Bible does not label our father, Abraham, a 
“black Hebrew,” and we do not label ourselves as “black 
Hebrews.” To be labeled a “black” Hebrew Israelite is an 
attack against our Holy Hebrew Bible, the basis of our faith 
and our religious foundation. This is an affront against 
Abraham and his descendants. For Yahweh promised to 
bless them that bless us as Hebrew Israelites, and to curse 
them that curse us as Hebrew Israelites; and in us shall all 
families of the earth be blessed (Genesis 12:3). 


The terminology, “black Hebrew Israelite,” suggests that 
there is such a person as a “white Hebrew Israelite” when 
no biblical reference for either exists. The Bible does not 
use such labels for Abraham or Moses. It is a white 
supremacist position to use such a label as “black Hebrew 
Israelite.” 


Those that have labeled us “black” are descendants of the 
Europeans who chose to portray God as “white” while the 
Bible describes Him as having wooly hair, hazel eyes, and 
feet like burned brass: certainly not “white” (Revelation 
1:13-15). These false paintings have been projected as the 
truth all over the world. Those who have presented these 
paintings as the truth have hurled negative assaults at us --

Cast aspersion, be aspersive — a racial aspersion such as 
dirty, sullen, blackball, black-hearted, blackguard, 
blackface or blacken. Labeling a thing or person 
“black” defames, slanders, libels, discredits, and is a 
disparage, it deprecates, depreciates, and denigrates. 
Being called “black” is a personal attack, an insult, a 
criticism and an attempt to vilify, abuse, and speak ill 
of; as well as, is used to ridicule, scorn, and mock. The 
label “black” implies derision, and is derisive. The 
label “black” causes feelings of shame and inferiority.** 


Among the synonyms for the term “black,”and some of the

b. Being labeled a “black” Hebrew Israelite is personally 
offensive. It is an offense to our dignity and self- 
respect. Labeling us as “black” confuses our children and 
makes them ashamed. It is a show of disrespect for the 
truth and for our faith. It is alse like a verbal strike in the 
face. Anyone who labels us “black Hebrews” is a 
deceiver and perpetrator of an evil, sinful, monstrous, 
detestable, unlawful hate crime, which sets the stage for

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the genocide of a whole nation and a whole religion. 


All Hebrew Israelites, followers of Yahweh, were not only 
labeled “black,” but were also charged as a whole nation 
and a whole religion as racketeers. As a result, all Hebrew 
Israelites, followers of Yahweh, rightfully feel a sense of 
fear, alarm, anguish, anxiety, dread, and terror by being 
labeled “black.” These are typical emotions felt by victims 
of hate crimes. 


Thus, those who label us as “black” are not only anti- 
Hebrew Israelite, but are also, psychological terrorists, 
which is immoral, unlawful, revolting, menacing, and an 
ungodly, sacrilegious act: a most heinous hate crime 
against all members of the religious faith of Abraham, The 
Nation of Yahweh, and those labeled “black” Hebrew 
Israelites, followers of Yahweh. 


A detailed expose’ of what the term and label “black” 
means provides a deeper understanding of why using such 
a label is considered a barbarous, mean spirited act and a 
hate crime. 


The previously listed less than complimentary definitions, 
connotations, allusions, indicators and synonyms are why 
the leaders of the people who are labeled “black” have 
rejected and disassociated with that term and accept and 
support the use of other labels such as African-American. 


Even Congress, in investigating why response from 
disaster relief was so poor after Hurricane Andrew in 1992, 
referred to the Federal Emergency Management Agency’s 
(FEMA’s) covert actions as “black operations” and the 
agency’s cloak of secrecy as a “black curtain.” 7” 


Use of such a pejorative label causes all nations to hate

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people of that pigmentation. Those who have labeled us 
“black” exhibit the feelings that all so-called “black” 
people are criminals, thieves, rapists, robbers, mean, low- 
spirited, and liars. 


Recognizing that the term “black” is also used to label fow] 
and animals of the earth, one can clearly see that those so 
inclined will have the impression that we are nothing more 
than animals, which have, can, and will justify - in their 
minds - horrific, despicable hate crimes committed against 
us. 


Even America’s own founding fathers easily compromised 
and counted “black” slaves as three-fifths of a man.** 


So-called “blacks” in America are targeted as the first 
group to be rounded-up and detained without trial in 
civilian internment camps should civil unrest ever break 
Out at once in large metropolitan areas. Does labeling a 
people “black” help justify such actions? 


Labeling the Hebrew Israelites as “black” shows hatred for, 
fear against, and violence toward those so labeled, and has 
encouraged racially motivated hate crimes against and 
harassment of “black” Hebrew Israelites? 


Our cause is brought before the world community who has 
a deep love and respect for Abraham, the Hebrew, and his 
Hebrew descendants, Isaac, Jacob (israel), and his 12 sons, 
the tribes of Israel — which includes Judah (Yehuwdabh), the 
so-called “blacks” of America, who are, in fact, Hebrew 
Israelites and descendants of Abraham (Genesis 15:13 14). 


Calling us “black” Hebrew Israelites is a “buzz-word” intimidation 
tactic.

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WHO WROTE PROJECT MEGIDDO? 


Concern over who may have actually written the Project Megiddo report 
could soon become the topic of congressional hearings. A coalition of 32 
conservative groups has asked Congress to investigate the investigators and 
to determine “Whether the [FBI] report was written ‘by outside Left-wing 
extremist advocacy groups such as the Southern Poverty Law Center or the 
Anti-Defamation League.’ ”*° 

Take note of the following observation which may be of assistance to 
any committee assigned the task of determining whether the authors of and 
contributors to the report were too closely associated, or were, in fact, one and 
the same.

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be necessary? 

Concern over who may have authored the FBI report suggests that 
conservative as well as liberal Americans are appalled that two organizations -- 
the Anti-Defamation League and the Southern Poverty Law Center -- have the 
power to feed the FBI the results of their own biased intelligence gathering 
against any individual or group that presents a different political, social, or 
religious agenda. Only the “mainstream Jews” have this kind of power. Isn’t 
this the type of targeting that those sponsoring the Hate Crimes Prevention Act 
of 1999 * want to prevent? 

Remember. victims of hate crimes are selected because of their actual or

‘These two organizations take pugnacious issue with the beliefs of The 
Nation of Yahweh. These same two organizations were used as sources in 
or could have actually written the official government document in 
question, without informing the readers that this dispute exists. If these 
facts do not cast a new light on the report’s credibility, it should. 

The FBI’s only public response to the national criticism and clamor 
about Project Megiddo’s reliability and relevance was issued on January 5, 
2000, by its spokesman, John Collingwood, who stated, “..it [Project 
Megiddo] was not intended to target any individual or group or ‘besmirch’ 
anyone’s reputation.”*” We strongly disagree. This article has produced hard
